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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on December 1, 2005, and the references 
cited therewith. 

Claims 1-28 have been cancelled. New claims 30-43 have been added. Claims 29-43 are 
now pending in this application. 

Double Patenting Rejection 
Claims 1-6 and 8-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1-6 and 8-29 of copending Application No. 10/750,222. Claims 1-28 have been 
cancelled without prejudice. Claim 29 in the co-pending application was also cancelled in 
response to a restriction requirement. 

S772 Rejection of the Claims 
Claim 7 was rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, because Claim 7 recites the limitation "the 
known events" in line 1. Claim 7 has been cancelled. 

§ 702 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-28 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by Qin et al. (US 
6,594,620). This rejection is believed moot in view of the cancellation of the claims. Applicant 
may continue to pursue the claims in the co-pending application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 29 was indicated to be allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
does not suggest or disclose the claimed combination as recited in the claim. 

Additional dependent claims have been added, as well as a system claim expressed in 
means plus function language. The new claims are believed to be allowable for at least the same 
reasons as claim 29.
